ENEVA silenced . the 
gunfire, but the lull in 
Asia is already drawing to a 
close. Official London circles 
expect anew cold war ‘to 
bogin soon with Siam and 
Formosa as the next tar~ 


gets. 


To meet it Britain is ex- 
pected to go ahead with 
SEATO oven if India refuses 
to back it. 


First signs of the cold war 
are seen in the attacks on 
the Siamese government by 
ex-Siameso Premier.. Nai 
Pridi, one time colourful 
xupy of the West, now writing 
for Peking papers. 


And Peking is intensi- 
fying its propaganda 
onslaught against Asia's 
strongest non-Communist 
outpost, Formosa. 


This is probably due to 
the morbid Chinese fear 
that. somehow America will 
create bases and new forces 
in these territories clase to 
the freshly-won Communist 
state of North Vietnam. 
The theory is that Ameri- 
ca might shift Formosan 
Chinese troops to Slam and 
so stiffen morale among 
Chinese population —- the 
largest overseas Chinese 
colony.

How this vast and explosive 
subject can be handled detween 
the signatory powers: lo a SEATO 

a novel problem for the 

world. It Lmplice a new 
kind of collective security, with 
mo resemblance to purely 
military system of NATO, or 
the purely economic  arrange- 
ments of the Colombo Plan. 


Finally, in her consultations 
with all Interested countries, 
Britam {is delioved to be 
emphasising that the pact must 
be anti-Communist but not ontl- 
China. Ths creation of a 
power bloc whose object could 
construed ¢s hostility to 
China would run counter to 
Britain's concern to achieve ao 
proper diplematic understanding 
with the now Aslan power 
which has come to stay in world 
offalrs.

Care Of Foods For 
The Freezer 


By W. W. BAUER, M.D. 


OT too long ago the 

housewife had ao hearty 
contempt for “cold storage’’ 
foods. Now a large part of 
many families’ meals Is 
made of frozen foods. The 
quick-freering Bp has 
added many foods to the all- 
year dict, just as canning 
has done ‘previously. To- 
gether, these processes cn- 
rich the diet at all seasons. 

Every housewife knows thas 
frozen foods should not be 
thawed until Just before tt Is de~ 
sired to use them and that once 
thawed, they should not be re- 
fruzen. But not every housewlfe 
knows why. The correct use of 
the home fivezer ls important if 
its purpose, emvenient, safe and 
nutritivus food in or out of set~ 
gon, is pot to be defeated. 

The old type cold storage 
process Involved freezing, Just as 
does the newer method, but that 
was slow freezing, It wos first 
patented in 1842. Slow freezing 
permits large erystals of lee to 
form in the cells oof the fuod 
substance, These rupture the 
cells and render the food, when 
thawed, wf and ‘mushy The 
secret of the new process 15 
speed In freezing, which produces 
emall crystals, and no up- 
preclable dimige lo the physical 
consistency of most foods, There 
ore stl a few, like tomatoes, 
which do not freeze well—or, 
perhaps, it would be more ace 
curate ty say that they do not 
thaw wel! 


Valuable Contribution 


The frozen foods now on the 
market, including corn on the 
cob avd many prepared dishes 
such os pies and French fried 
potatoes, look and taste Uke 
fresh foods when thawed. Not 
only that, but they have the 
values of fresh foods, since their 
original food clements are well 
preserved, wven including the 
more sensitive vitamins of the B 
group, and vitamin C. Thus, 
theve foods make u valuable con- 
tribution to the dict, and ply a 
large part in maintaining health 
and doing away with the habit 
of using tonics, such as 
sulfur and mo! , which were 
never any good anywuy, 

Moat of the food that Is used 
fast~frozen comes from commer~ 


Restoring 


celal establinhmenta; where it 1s 
preparcd, ‘rozen, wrapped and 
stored under inspection by state 
or local health department in- 
spoctors. But there are more 
and more home froezers, and 
many families prtpare and freeze 
thelr own garden products or 
even meat. There ere certain 
precautions which are necessary 
to be sure that the food Is ade- 
quately preserved and safe as 
well aa palatable, 


Good quality foods are neces- 
mary: the freezing procesa mere- 
ly preserves and docs not im- 
prove the quality which was 
there to boagin with, Proper 
wrnpping ts important, otherwise 
there will be dehydration or 
“freezer burn," which not only 
impairs taste and appearance but 
food vianlue, Some vegetables 
must be blanched, and some 
fruits require the addition of as- 
corbic acid to prevent discolour- 
wtlon, 


Wrap Carefully 


Materials suitable for froercr 
lee must be used for wrapping — 
cuilyphant, paper laminated with 
vlassine, aluminium, plastica, and 
various types of specially treated 
papers. Ordinary wrapping paper 
Is not sullwole, but may be used 
is an outer wrapper to help pro- 
tet the Inner one. A good job 
of wrapping & — Important, too, 
Some packages ure better heat- 
nenled in plastic coverings. 


‘The home "freezer" ts actually 
more of o storage cabinet tur 
frozen foods than a targe- 
cupacky freezer, It will freeze 
small quantltles—about wo 
pounds of food per cuble fout 
of capacity. Larger quantities 
are best taken to 9 commercial 
locker for freezing. 

Food, once thawed, should not 
be refrozen because it was not 
absolutely sterite to begin with 
and, therefore, contains bacteria. 
Of course, none of these Is ace 


Ing, though 

inactive and do nat 
while in the frozen state. But 
when the food gets above 50 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, bacterlal ac- 
tlon begins. The resulting food 
epoilage may give rise to some 
digestive disturbances,

OR how many people 
F in the Commonwealth 

is the night of August 
14 just a date in the middle 
of the summer holidays? 


But it Is a date we should 
remethker. For on that 
night, nine years ago, India 
and Pakistan achieved in- 
dependence. August 14 is a 
red-letter day for Pakistan 
and August 16 for India— 
marked by celebration and 
rejoicing. 


Should this date also be 
a day of rejoicing for the 
rest of the Commonwealth? 
Or is ita milestone on an 
downward road? Have we 
as a group of nations been 
strengthened or weakened 
by the Membership of the 
Asian nations in the Com- 
monwealth?

Some British newspapers and 
politicians tell us that we ore 
paying too high a price for their 
iviembership. Are we not, they 
ask, overstralning our relations 
with the USA by taking too 
much inte account the views of 
Pakistan and Indiy about South- 
Fast Asia 


Apart from that, India is a 
republic and Pakistan will soon 
be one. Doesn't this weaken or 
even destroy the traditional links 
that have Jn the past held the 
Commonwealth together? 


Sad Day 


It will be a snd day for us 
{f ever we fali for this sort of 
talk. It ls wrong und short- 
sighted. If the Commonwealth 
tried to turn the clock back now 
it would miss the chance that 
Iles ahead of becuming one of 
the most Important forces in the 
world. 


Take first this question of 
republics in the Commonwealth. 
It is not nearly so radical or 
revolutionary oa departure as 
many people think, 


it's all part of the sort of 
development that led Australia 
ond New Zeatand to assert their 
right to join the ANZUS Pact 
even though Britain was not in 
it By the end 6f the second 
world war all the ‘older’ Mem- 
bers of the Commonwealth ‘in- 
sisted upon their full sovereignty 
and complete equality with 
Britain—both in deeds and in 
words, 


The outward sign of this 
change was the proclamation of 
the Queen by cach of these 
countries as their own Queen 
and not ‘just the Queen of 
England. 


But is there so much differ- 
ence between Canada and Aus- 
tralia claiming the right to 
govern themscives in the name 
of their own Queen and the 
claims of India and Pakistan to 
govern themselves in the name 
of thelr own President? 


Same Position 


-Even were there no Asian 
Members of the Commonwealth, 
‘ve would be in much the same 
position today; for South Africa 
would almost certainly have 
insisted upon some recognition 
of its ‘right to a_ republic, 
whether !t chose to exercise this 


right or not. 

When India became a republic 
in the Commonwealth ,it was 
only underlining the Mght of 
every Commonwealth counuy 


-to govern itself under its own 


Head of State—a right that had 
sirendy been established by 
Canada and Australia. 


We shall sce how slight a 
change is involved when Palkis- 
tan turns itself from one of the 
Queen’s realms into a republic. 
The, Prealdent will exercise the 
game powers as the present 
Governor-Genoral—he may very 
likely be the same man. . 


‘The Asian Members of the 
Commonwealth must recognise 
the feeling in Britain and 


Tt- means that a republic in 
the Commonwealth is every 
whit as much a Member os a 
realm tke Canada or Aus- 
tralia or Britain herself. 


This is of vital practical im- 
ance, The Commonwealth 
no longor a sot of stmi- 

independent ‘Dominions’ gathex- 
ed round a ‘Mother country’ that 
looks after their defence and 


fore! woalicy for them, 

If Britain were to put on airs 
as the country with a right to 
tell the rest of the Common- 
wealth what to do — not only 
would Pakistan and India take 
no notice of her; neither would 
Canada, Australia or South 
Africa, 


On the other hand, if wo re-~ 
cognise that Britain Is now one 
Member amongst equal Members 
in n Commonwealth that con- 
sists of both realms and re 
publics—~then we can together 
set about bringing to bear the 
immensely Increased total power 
that now exists In the Com- 
monwealth, 

Above all, now that Asia has 
become one of the most critical 
areas in the world, we must 
realise the great importance of 
the Commonwenith's Asian 
Members, 


Great Strength 


They huve in some ways 
different ideas on foreign policy 
from the rest of ua in the 
Commonwealth. But they re 
present between them democratic 
Asia. The goodwill and = sup- 
port of this democratic Asia Is 
the greatest prize in the world 
If the West should forfeit !t, It 
would be orippled as a force 
Senin tyramy and dictator- 
ship. 

The reat strength of the 
Commonweulth Is that it is now 
as much Asian, us it ls Western. 
It contains in itself the only 
real, bridge in ,the world be- 
tween  Asil and the West— o 
bridge that is built into its very 
structure, 

This gives us oa decisive 
advantage over America. 

Just Because they arc Mem-~ 
bers of one Commonwealth, the 
Western Members have a much 
profounder understanding than 
the USA of opinion in the Asian 
Commonwealth. For the samo 
reason India, Pakistan and 
Ceylon pay more attention to 
their views than to those of 
America, 

This ts what that wise and 
far - sceing Commonwealth 
statesman, Mr St Laurent, Prime 
Minister of Canada, meant when 
he said: “The day will come 
when we will look back on tho 
achievement of the freedom and 
independenco. of India, Pakistan 
und Crylon aa the greatest event 
in Commonwealth history.” . 

So—August 14 should be a 
red-letter dny for all of us in 
the Commonwealth. It marks 
the “greatest cvent In Com- 
monwealth history.”

almost every field of 


sport. Len Hutton, generally regarded as the finest cricket batsman in 
‘ enthusiasts. 
Stanley Matthews is perhaps the most popular and admired figure. 


Perhaps the best choice for the hero of the year would be the young Doctor 


In football, 


Roger Bannister who became the first man ever to run a mile in less than 4 minutes. 


France's sportsman of the year 
is almost invariably the winner 
of the Alst Tour de France 
bieyecle race who rides loto 
Colombes Stadium, Paris, to the 
acclaim of thousands. 

He carns his place as the 
Year's best athlete because the 
Tour is probably - the world's 
most gruelling sporting test, an 
all~professlonal = event which 
breaks even the hardest.

Marble Games Were Popular 
Among Egyptian Boys 


AYBE Egyptian boys 

2,000 years ago didn’t 
yell: “Slips!” “No histing!” 
and “Knuckle down!’ but 
there is no doubt that 
Egyptian boys played _mar- 
bles. Boys in old Rome 
played too. Their marbles 
were little round balls much 
like ours except that they 
were made of marble. 


Thin is the way ours got 
their name—the first ones 
were of real marble, the 
beautiful stone we often see 
in public buildings. 

Marbles nowadays aren't 
made of anything so expen- 
sive, Most are of clay, stone, 
or glass, Clay marbles are 
cheapest. They are balls of 
clay, coloured and baked. 
Boys usually call them 
“Mmibs” or “commys.” 

In Germany people make 
millions of marbles from 
stone, They break a hard 
stone into little square blocks 
with a hammer and put them 
in a mill, The mill has a flat 
stone and a block of oak that 
fits over it. About 100 or 
150 blocks are placed 


between the slab of stone and 
the ouk top. The oak is 
(urned round and round as 
water fluws over the stone. 


The Prettiest 


In just 15 minutes the 
stone blocks ure worn to 
round marbles, At one town 
in Germany there are three 
of these mills, and they pro- 
duce over 60,000 stone mar- 
bles in one week. 

The prettiest marbles 
of all are made of glass. Just 
as a housewife mixes up 
eggs and flour and butter to 
make a cake, that is the way 
n glass maker mixes up his 
recipe for marbles. He 
weighs out the — right 
amounts of a special kind of 
sand and several other 
materials, and puta them in 
a furnace. 

When the mixture in the 
turnace gets to 2,800 
degrees, it melts and the 
whole thing becomes like 
molasses. Now the men run 
it into a forming machine 
where it is moulded into 
little balls. Their colours 
depend on the particular 
recipe the glass muker used 
for this batch. 


Many Uses 


Have you ever seen a 
highway sign with raised 
glass letters?

How To Play 


In hatcheries where baby fish 
are raised, giass marbles are 
often used on the bottom of the 
pools. Fish seem lo prefer this 
to « smooth bottom. And the 
murble-covered bottom provides 
u better surface for holding the 
fish ergs. 

Marbie players use certain 
terms that nobody else uses. To 
“knuckle down” is to have one 
or more knuckles on the ground 
when shooting. “Slips” is sald 
by w player when he accidentally 
lets go of a marble before ho is 
ready. To “hist (pronounce 
like “iced") means to ralse the 
sheoting hand from the ground.

Hit and Span is a game 
which one boy tasses his 
marbles to o distance and the 
other tosses his as close to the 
first boy’s as he can.
